MOSCOW, Sept. 22.—The Ger- 
man communist leaders, Heinrich 
Brahdler and Herr Talmeyer, have 
arrived in Moscow and informed 
the Russians that the time for a 
revolution in Germany is ripe. 
They express themselves confident 
of their ability to obtain control 
within the German state but need 
the help of the international pro- 
letariat against outside capitalistic 
enemies. 

The German communists are so 
certain of their ground, according 
to Herr Brandler’s speech to the 
executive committee of the Bol- 
shevik trade unions that many 
observers here feel that the peace 
of Europe may be sald to rest 
upon the conferences in Moscow 
in which the Germans are taking 
part.

VISALIA, Sept. 22—Wages for 
prune pickers jumped from 18 to 
23 cents per box the first of the 
week, and prune men have started 
competition in a nal attempt to 
get pickers.

STARVING RAID 
GERMAN FARMS 


(STECIAL FORMIGN CORRESPONDENCE } 
[Copyright, 1923, Public Ledger.) 
BERLIN, Sept. 22.—The police 
are facing an ever-increasing 
problem in hundreds of poverty- | 
stricken and unemployed persons 
who leave Berlin every night to 
steal food from farmers of the. 
surrounding countryside. Yester- ' 
day and last night on a baronial’ 
estate at Britz alone 1500 persons, | 
a large percentage of whom were 
women and children, were ar- 
rested in an effort to prevent them 
from carrying off the entire potato 
crop. The fields of the estate are 
just outside the city limite, and 
during the last two weeks many 
thousands of bushels of potatoes 
have been dug clandestinely and 
away. 

This week, as lving conditions 
slipped a notch nearer starvation 
for the leas fortunate workers, the 
raid on fields took on astounding 
proportions. Despite the efforts of 
the police detachment which has 
been on duty at Brits, hundreds of 
persons raided the fields. Power- 
leas before the crowds which over- 
powered them by sheer numbers. 
swarming in with handcarts. 
spades and sacks and indifferent 
to orders or persuasion, the de- 
tachment telephoned for aid.

holidays. This rush makes the sit- 
vation worse at present than it is 
at other times during the year, 
although it ia always serious. 
The lot of a rich man who is sick 
may at times be uncomfortable, 
but riches usuaity gain attention. 
The poor who become ill and are 
dependent on charity face an en- 
tirely different situation. Outside 
of the County Hospital there are 
only three hospitals in the city 
which are in @ position to give 
charity patients free attention and 
care, and their ability to handle the 
poor depends on the hospital profits 
which are used for this purpose. 


CAN'T MAKE MONEY 

Hoepitals as business organisza- 
tions will not relieve the situation 
very much, as such high rates 
must be charged to pay dividends 
to the owners that those who need 
hospital attention the most will 
still be unattended. 

That there are not more en- 
dowed hospitais in Los Angeles is 
probably due to the fact that the 
wealthy people of the city are to 
a great extent of the first genera- 
tion and the memories of early 
trials are rtill too clear in their 
mind, and they can find too many 
other ways to use their money. Also 
many have settled here too recently 
to feel that this ts their home and 
the ties of their former homes are 
still strong. 

Nearly All cities of the sise of 
Los Angeles maintain hospitals for 
the care of the needy. but here the 
entire burden ia thrown on to the 
County Hospital. The Receiving 
Hospital, supported by the city, is 
for emergency cases only and 
none of the patients is kept there 
| more than a few hours unless it is 
| dangerous to move them. 

In 1918 an Investigation of the 
Receiving Hospital was made and 
a noted doctor was called in to 
render impartial Judgment on the 
existing conditions. He testified 
that a hospital of that size, doing 
the work it is called upon to do, 
would te a diagrace to a city of 
50,000 population. Since then its 
facilities have not been increased, 
although a doctor and several 
nurses have been added to the staff. 
In fact, ite space has not been in- 
creased since 1914. 


NEW HOME TOO SMALL . 

The new building, which is be- 
ing erected on Temple street and 
is to house the jail, police courts 
and Receiving Hospital, allots to 
the hospital but little more space 
than it has now. At present all 
sick or injured city employees are 
sent to one of the private hospi- 
tals. When the new building is up 
they will stili have to be sent out. 
f @ person with a contagious dis- 
ease gets into the hospital be- 
fore it is discovered the whole 
building would have to be quaran- 
tined and fumigated. The best so- 
lution seems to be a separate hoer- 
Pital building with proper facili- 
ties for the * Hospital and 
room enough so the cit t 
dake care of its own sick. 9 

In the County Hospital, the only 
refuge of the poor, no additional 
beds for general use have been 
added in the last eight years. There 
the conditions are »„o acute that 
many who are urgently in need of 
immediate care must be refused 
admission.‘ Beds have been set up 
in every possible place insofar as 
they do not interfere with efficien- 
cy. Many thousands are treated 
as out-patients who should be pro- 
vided with beds. The defeat of the 
bond issue for the department of 
charities at the election in Nover- 
ber removed the possibility of any 
proper additions being constructed 
during the current year. 


GO OUT OF COUNTY 
So far as is humanly possible the 
service of the County Hospital is 
restricted to the citizens of the 
county, but many wick and desti- 
tute who aré not in a position to 
obtain help elsewhere are alded. 
As to achievement and uip- 
ment the Los Angeles County Hoe. 


country. The hospital is operated 
on a more economical basis than 
any similar hospital in the land 
and yet it renders a sympathetic 
and kindly service and the patients 
are treated with cousideration. 

The number of employees has 
not increased in proportion to the 
number of patients, and yet in no 
way has the service been allowed 
to fall off in efficiency. For the 
showing made in the face of the 
many discouraging features and 
the work done with te insufficient 
funds at their disposal, unstinted 
praise is due the management. 

But day by day the situation 
grows more acute, and the burden 
of the authorities becomes more 
onerous. The disheartening fea- 
ture of the whole situation is that 
very little is being done throuch- 
out the entire city to remedy it. 


ONE NEW HOSPITAL 
Excepting the new hospital 
which is under construction in Hol- 
lywood, no new bulldt to care 
for the sick are being — serious 
ly contemplated. This new hospital 
in * completed in 

a few wee and will care 
about 125 patients. 


HOSPITALS HERE 


are so greatly in demand that many 
must do thelr recuperating at 
home under conditions that are 
not nearly so healthful. 

The cruwded condition of the 
hospitals throws an added burden 
on the nurses and attendants 
which creates a condition that is 
unjust to all and in the long run 
tends to decrease the general em- 
ciency. Trained nurses are not 
many and hospitals which take 
girls for training are not able in 
many cases to house them on the

ie the next national campaign. They are 
assuming that the President will be nom- 
zaated by the Republicans and also assum- 
es that the Coolidge mind would be in ac 
cord with this selection of a partaer. It is 
too early in the campaign for anything but 
gossip and it is as gossip that this alliance 
will stand: There is yet a great deal of 
water to run over the wheel. It is under- 
stood that the President feels kindly to 
ward Gov. Pinchot in his apparently suc- 
cessful efforts to check the miners’ strike 
fo the Pennsylvania coal fields. He has 
been glad to give all the glory to the Key- 
tone cxecutive, but the incident is not 
sufficient of itself to determine the make 
up of the national government for the next 
Sve years. Gifford Pinchot was an original 
Roosevelt Progressive and controls scads 
of money. It is these factors which appeal 
to the mind of the political strategist. But 
it may be said with a great deal of emphasis 
that the Republican national ticket is not 
vet determined. nor is it likely to be des 
nitely fixed before the delegates themselves 
assemble for that purpose. The Vicdé-Presi- 
dency is something more than parking 
space for political ambitions. 
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CKING A PRESIDENT 
Training season has begun for the 
grand free-for-all in the Republican and 
Democratic conventions next year. The 
race for the Presidential nominations is be- 
coming the great American classic. It is 
a blend of patriotism and sport peculiar to 
the American people; and it is the sporting 
instinct that robe it of the bitterness that 
marks the pre-election campaigns in most 

other countries. 

If the conventions were held this week 
it is very probable that Coolidge would re- 
ceive the Republican nomination on the 
first ballot and that the Democratic nomina- 
tion would go by default. There is a 
very perceptible disinclination on the part 
of Democratic leaders to offer themselves 
an the corpse at the next funeral of the 
party. They prefer to be pall- 
bearers, as most of them were in the 1920 
campaign. 

Many things can happen between Sep 


— | tember and the last week of June, however. 


There is a feeling in some quarters that 
Coolidge is wearing his spurs before win- 
ning them; and a number of Republican 
politicians with Presidential ambitions are 
sitting like so many rail birds watching the 
favorite perform. 

To date, President Coolidge has given 
every evidence of Presidential caliber. He 
has measured up well to Republican ideals 
and traditions. He endeared himself to the 
country when he announced that he would 
adhere to the Harding policies, that he had 
no personal experiments in government to 
try out upon the American people. His 
retention of the Harding Cabinet was also 
popular; and he has given evidence of a 
grasp of national gnd international affairs 
that has won for him the confidence of the 
nation. 

But nothing is so uncertain in politics as 
what are regarded as certainties. The road 
te the White House is strewn with the 
wrecks of politica) fortunes. In the pres- 
eat unsettled condition of world affairs 
what is probable today may be the impos 
sible tomorrow. President Wilson tumbled 
from the heights into the depths in much 
less time than intervenes between the pres- 
ent and the date of the next Republican 
National Convention. 

Politics is the selence of possibilities; 
and it is possible that a condition may arise 
between now and next June that will make 
Coolidge’s nomination impossible. It is 
against the President that all those with 
political ambitions will combine. They will 
attempt to involve him in disputes with 
Congress, to align a Senatorial bloc against 
him. For the ax of their ambition they will 
not be choice in the selection of a handle. 
Theirs is the ambition thet rises earlier 
than virtue and retires later than vice. 


There stil] remains in the Republican par- 
ty the echo of the Progressive explosion in 


tor 1912. There are scattered groups opposed 


to the Harding policies; and the candidate 
who can consolidate those groups will prob 
ably be the President's chief contender. 
At present it looks as though the most 
likely challenger will be Gov. Pinchot of 
Pennsylvania. He is less discredited than 
La Follette, Borah or Hiram Johnson. He 
can probably have the Keystone delegation 
for the asking. and a candidate entering 
a convention with such a following is not 
to be despised. 
Among the immediate friends and follow- 
ers of President Harding there is no one 
who cares to enter the lists against Cool- 
idge, with the possible exception of Low- 
den of Illinois. But Lowden can no longer 
count on the support of Illinois and the 
other Middle West States that were with 
bim in the last campaign. Gen. Wood elim- 
inated bimself as a candidate for the Re- 


present position under the Harding admin- 
istration in the Philippines. 

Gen. Pershing’s name is at times men- 
tioned; but he is backed by no organiza- 
tion and the country is not so much in- 
clined as it once was to elevate successful 
generals to the Presidency. 

In the Democratic ranks one hears Mc- 
Adoo mentioned more often than all the 
others. But that is mostly because he was 
the chief contender in 1920. Palmer passed 
out of the game when he disappeared with 
the other members of the President's Cabi- 
pet. Those on the inside, however, are not 
enthusiastic about McAdoo. Tammany Hal! 
is as firmly opposed to him as in the last 
campaign; and there are unconfirmed re- 
ports that a family feud would cause ex- 
President Wilson to throw his influence 
against his son-in-law. 

Tammany Hall will probably go to the 
Democratic convention back of Gov. Smith. 
But Smith is dripping wet“ and the coun- 
try is dry. To his immediate friends the 
Governor of New York has intimated that 
be would consider it folly to try to win the 
Presidency on his record. New York is no 
longer the United States; and the last elec- 
tion showed that the “dry” sentiment is 
steadily increasing. 

The training season opens with Coolldge 
almost a prohibitive favorite. 


ry ORLD PUZZLES 

International romances sometimes fur- 
nish complications after the wedding bells 
have rung. The wife may find herself with 
a husband, but without a country. in most 
of the European nations the woman who 
marries is at once dowered with the na- 
tionality of the husband. To all intents 
and purposes she becomes a citizen of his 
country. But the act passed by the la. 
Congress at Washington specifically estab 
lished that any foreign-born woman who 
marries a citizen of the United States shall 
not herself become a citizen by reason of 
such marriage. Yet an American woman 
who weds an Englishman at once becomes 
a British subject. These differences fur- 
nish the American consulate with numer- 
ous complications and entanglements. Pass- 
ports for travelers must be vised by the 
consuls in many countries. An English 
woman who has married an American can- 
not obtain a British passport because, un- 
der the English law, she is no longer a 
British subject. Neither can she obtain an 
American passport because she did not gain 
American citizenship through her marriage. 
The American woman who weds a Briton 
is in much the same fix. She cannot obtain 
a British visa on an American. passport be- 
cause, under English law, she is a British 
subject and not an American. It would 
look as if the dear lady would have to stay 
home. All over the continent different com- 
plications arise when husband and wife of 
different racial groups are traveling togeth- 
er. The League of Nations might get busy 
with an international passport that would 
‘eave a frightful lot of friction and embar- 
rassment.

THER PEOPLE'S MONEY 
In the latest flasco of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service Commissioners, with its net loss 
on one deal alone of $750,000 to the taxpay- 
ers of Los Angeles, one finds an apt illus- 
tration of the difference between public and 


private operation in industrial enterprises.“ 


The Public Service Commission desired 
to increase the city’s hydroelectric power 
supply, in itself a commendable ambition; 
and they found gorges along the Owens 
River near the base of Mt. Whitney 
where the desired power might be devel- 
oped. It chanced, however, that some of 
these gorges were alroady occupied by the 
Southern Sierras Power Company, a private 
corporation that was serving a number of 
communities in the Owens River territory. 

“Pooh for the Southern Sierras Power 
Company, we are the city of Los Angeles.” 
So sald in effect the Public Service Board. 
So they proceeded to expend three-quarters 
of a million dollars in constructing tunnels 
and other work preparatory to the construc- 
tion of the power plants. Warnings from 
the private company that they were en- 
eroaching on its rights were waived 


brusquely aside. They said the right of the] 


city of Los Angeles was a superior right. 
This view was shared by the highly paid 
special counsel! that the board employs and 
whose remuneration comes from the pock- 
ets of the taxpayers of Los Angeles. 

When the Public Service Board turned 
a deaf ear to the protests of the private 
company the latter's attorneys went to the 
courts praying for an injunction. Their 
plea was granted and a restraining order 
was issued. Still the Public Service Board 
insisted that it must win out in the higher 
courts and went ahead expending other peo- 
ple’s money on territory not covered by the 
injunction 


The attorneys for the Public Service 
Board carried the case on appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court and kept on 
spending other people's money. Now comes 
the decision from the United States Bu- 
preme Court sustaining the contention of 
the Southern Sierras Power Company. The 
board not only loses its suit, but $750,000 of 
the money of the taxpayers and municipal 
power users of Los Angeles. 

This decision costs the Board of Public 
Service Commissioners not a dollar person- 
ally, though theirs is the blunder. The fees 
of the high-ealaried special counsel must 
be paid. The money expended in power 
development is a net loss. The publte-pays 
the bill. 

One can imagine what would happen if 
the directorate of a private corporation 
were to commit so colossal a Diunder. But 
the Board of Public Service Commissioners 
goes merrily ahead with preparations 
for a campaign to put over a $60,000,000 
bond issue for their further experiments. 


Under private control those in charge 


would have remembered Davy Crockett's in- 
junction, “Be sure you're right; then go 
ahead.” By appealing itself to the courts 
the board could have learned whether it 
could legally usurp the property and power 
richts of another company without spend- 
ing that $750,000. But the members of the 
board held that the expenditure of so much 
money would give the board a superior 
right. 

In the opinion of the Supreme Court, 
however, usurpation is not legalized be- 
cause the usurper happens to be the strong 
er. There are rights of little communities, 
just as there are rights of little nations, 
that larger ones are morally bound to re- 
spect 


If those dollars had come from the pock- 
ets of the Public Service Commissioners, 
does anyone believe they would have gone 
ahead before they were sure of their 
ground? At best, they were taking a gam- 
ble, something the members appear always 
eager to do, provided they can gamble with 
other people's moncy. 


UNCE OF PREVENTION 

‘Why croak at ail? la Illinols certain 
Live a Little Longer Clubs are being es 
tensively organized under the auspices of 
the State Board of Health. They figure 
that by intelligent co-operation along hy- 
gienic and sanitary lines it is easily pos- 
sible to add at least five or six years to the 
average span of human life. A complete 
physical examination on each birthday is 
required of every member. Good standing 
in the club depends upon the faithfulness 
of the member in living up to the advice 
of the physicians performing the examina- 
tion. If a man is gone over every year by 
an intelligent and competent doctor and a 
skilled dentist it not only prevents certain 
diseases, but it tends to stimulate vigorous 
health. Physicians are capable of giving 
sane and reasonable advice as to the regu- 
lation of personal habits and the table quite 
outside the field of materia medica. It is 
quite possible that if people consulted the 
doctors when they were well and abided 
by their advice the physicians themselves 
would get much less money. There wouldn't 
be so many calls to the sickroom. If the 
doctor were considered more as a sanitary 
engineer and less as a curtain-raiser for the 
undertaker it might, de better all the way 
‘round. Of course, if we hold the right faith 
we may dispense with all such associations, 
but in a general way preventive medicine is 
better than post mortems. 


LEGE GIRLS WORK 

The remark ig frequently made in un- 
versity circles that the majority of giris 
come to college to have a good time and 
for the most part ferret out easy courses 
that require very little burning of the mid- 
night ofl. The higher education was wished 
on them by adoring parents and they accept 
it because it necessitates little effort, men- 
tal or otherwise. 


This viewpoint is proven incorrect by fig- 
ures given out by the employment bureau 
maintained in connection with the dean of 
women's Office at the University of Califor- 
nia in Berkeley. These show that there 
are more than 1200 self-supporting women 
students attending the State University. 
The dean confidently believes the total num- 
ber is greatly in excess of this, as her list 
only comprises the names of those who 
have secured work through her office. As 
it is, 25 per cent of the total enrollment of 
women undergraduates are registered with 
her as working their way through college.

| dom, others somersault into the 
from vaudeville. Rut in 
with whom I talked that 
night, I attributed their profession 
to the same quirk that converts 
te artist into the cartoonist—a 
fun-loving strain, a droliness in 
the mental vision. Charile and 
Bob were blithe as children in 
| their buffoonery. They gibed each 
other good-naturedly, mimicked 
bach other minéingly, and 
trated their conversation with a 
strain of unconsctous antics, a 
quick droll spread of the hands, a 
whimsical tilt of the head. 

Other notions of circus life. were 
dissipated, I have always at- 
tributed much of the fairy glamor 
to bangles and bright lights. But 
every performer I met had a real 
and substantial charm of his own. 
Added to this, every one of them 
| from the strong family of Italian 
| Pischianas to the wiry animal 


| trainers showed in every movement 


an easy grace. The costumes are 
not made of tarlatan and bangles, 
but of fresh taffetas and satine, 
and the little silver slippers that 
trod the sawdust underfoot were

TECHNICALITIES | 


Probably. the most serious limi- 
tation to radio at its prese stage 
of development is in the interfer- 
ence caused by the improper 
practiced by. 
most owners of regenerative re- 
ceivers. A regenerative set, with 


condition, becomes a miniature 
‘tranemitter and radiates ether | 
waves of a wave length correspond. | 
ing to that to which the set is 
tuned. These waves are in them- 
selves inaudible, due to their great 
frequency of vibration, but when 
they are received together with the 
carrier wave of a broadcast sta- 
tion, the resultant or deat fre- 
quency is audible and produces a 
whistle of varying pitch. 

The Usual method of tuning a 
receiver of the regenérative type 
involves increasing the regenera- 
tive effect until the detector tube 
is oscillating vigorously and then 
searching for Whistle on the 
tuning dial whidh indicates the 
presence of the carrier of a broad 
caster, Hegeneration ise then re 
duced until oscillations cease and 
the broadcast speech or music 
ia received clearly. The whistle 
heard during this tuning method 
is heard also by the neighboring 
receivers who are tuning in the 
name broadcaster, since the oacil- 
lations produced in this receiving 
ether, 
being picked up by those receivers, 
and producing the same beat fre- 
quency in combination with the 
_breadcast station carrier wave. 

The great number of regenera- 
tive receivers in use and the al- 
most universal use of the “beat” 
method of tuning are causing the 
most serious interfence with broad- 
cast reception from a distance. 
The multitude of whistles, chirps, 
hisses and groans which are pres- 
ent when searching for a distant 
broadcast station are caused by 
your neighboring receiving set 
owners who are likewise looking 
for that distant station. If you 
find this interference objectionable, 
remember that when you permit 
your tube to oscillate, you are 
producing this same interference 
for your neighbors, and if this 
limitation to radio is to be over- 
come, care in tuning this type of 
receiver must be exercised in or- 
der to prevent oscillation of the 
detector and the resulting radia- 
tion from the receiving antenna. 

Do not at any time use more re- 
generation that is necessary, as 
regeneration is apt to cause distor- 
tion if overdone, apart from the 
interference which your whole 
neighborhood will experience.

They have all contributed to 
posterity and given to their land 
An imperishable place in history. 

But it is little that the mass of 
Mankind today knows of the most 
Brominent of these characters. 

Detaosthenes has taught a few 
orators how to arrange their argu- 
ents and build theu climaxes, but 
“ot one American in one hundred 
fan quote a sentence that he ut- 
tered, or has been influenced by a 
Sentiment that he expressed. 

A few know that fucrates was 
“reed to drink the hemlock and 
Wat his wife acquired a reputation 
being disagreable— though no- 
body is able to say whether she or 
her husband is most to blame for 
her surly disposition—but the 
words of Socrates have made but 
littie impress upon the current 
thought of our time. 

Plato has his admirers; scattered 
here and there are societies formed 
in Kis honor where a few of the 
more learned assemble and discuss 
his diulogues, but néither his wis- 
dom nor his arguments have 
mpeached the rank and file of any 


= The blind poet, read in transla- 
tions, charms a selected percent- 
ag@ in literary centers, but these 
are not moved to heroic action by 
What they read. 

A FAR GREATER LIGHT 

And so with all the others: the 
Greek masters in architecture and 
in sculpture have their followers 
and writers-of Grecian history and 
of plays have helped to form the 
Style of an occasiona: writer to- 
day, but the light of all these stars 
combined in a single ray is ase 
nothing compared with the light 
shed by Peter and Paul anu John, 


The influence exerted by all the 
famous Greeks upon modern life 
today is negligible when compared 
with the influence ot the New Tes- 
fament characterg about whom we 
have been reading—four of them 
fishermen, one of them a tent 
maker, one a collector of customs, 
one an ex-slave, and the most for- 
tanate and bless of them all, 
the wife of a carpenter. 

A comparison between these Bi- 
Die characters and the conspicu- 
ous representatives of Roman life 
and cjvilization represents a still 
more striking contrast, for they 
Mved under the same government 
and more nearly at the same time. 

Rome was mistress of the world: 
the will of her rulers was law over 
all Europe and their authority ex- 
tended into Asia and Africa. Rome. 
too. had orators, tike Cicero and 
Anthony, historians like Tacitus 

a Livy, poeta like Virgil and 

orace, warriors like Caesar and 
Scipio, statesmen like Augustus 
and Cato, philosophers like Seneca, 
and artists also. 

EVERYTHING EXCEPT 
Rome had everything except 
that which Christ gave to the 
world through these New Testa- 
ment characters whom we have 
recently studied. 
The glory of Rome departed; 


whose limits are so far flung that 
even an enemy cannot travel de- 
yond its bounds. It brought the 
Saviour from heaven to save men 
from their sins. 

The highest expression 
love is found in the Spirit of for- 
giveness—the most distinguished 
virtue of the Christian religion. In 
the teachings of Jesus, as nowhere 
else, do we find forgiveness en- 
joined as a fundamental part of a 
moral code. 

While others vainly tried to over- 
come their antagonists with weap- 
ons of violence, Christ's followers 
disarmed their enemies by forgiv- 
ing them. “Father, forgive them, 
for they know not what they do,” 
spoken down from the cross amid 
the agonies of the dying hour, was 
caught up by Stephen the Martyr, 
and passed from generation to gen- 
eration. Papini, in his widely read 
“Life of Christ,” gives a wonderful 
analysis of this love. 


Is IT NOT WORTH WHILE? 
Charles Jefferson, in his book 
entitled Fundamentals, pictures 
the continuous progress of Chris- 
tianity. He describes Christ as 
walking on the shores of the Sea 
of Galilee, gathering about Him a 
few disciples; then he sees the 
spirtt of Christ traveling around 
the shores of the Mediterranean 
and gathering a still larger group 
of disciples; then around the 
shores of the Atlantic and then 
around the ehores of the Pacific, 
until His followers have carried His 
gospel over all seas and into all 
lands. 

Is N not worth while to be num- 
bered among such a goodlv com- 
pany and learn of the Master 
through them and with them? Is 
it not worth while te catch the 
spirit that ted them to treasure 
even above life itself the priceless 
truths of which they were ambas- 
sadors? 

We may well pray for a double 
portion of their spirit and. having 
caught that spirit, strive that we, 
like thev, mav be “obedient to the 
heavenly vision.”

TOKIO, Sept. 5.—Before the 
earthquake in Tol red badges 
of the Salvation Army could be 
seen in all the poor and squalid 
quarters of the city.

The Times-Mirror Press has just 
issued a book called “The Saint of 
Paralytics,” the story on an An- 
geleno who has been treating par- 
alytics for twenty-three years, and 
the account of some of his cures. 

The author, Edward J. Doherty, 
a newspaperman, “picked” these 
stories to tell because of their dra- 
matic values. The book is really 
a collection of short stories, in 
each of which the hero or heroine 
is cured of paralysis.

If you are traveling in a reptile- 
infested region, always lay in a 
good supply of chewing tobacco, 
and if bitten by a poisonous snake 
chew the tobacco and swallow the 
juice until you are sick at the stom- 
ach.

Students Find Themecives Left 
Eatirely to Their Own Deviscs 
The American student at Ox- 
ford misses almost all the academ- 
le machinery that he has been 
used to in his native university. 
At Oxford there are no “courses” 
in the American sense of the term. 
There are no record cards in the 
registrar's office, no “signing up” 
for the lectures he exptecs to ate 
tend, no required number of hours 


The Rhodes scholar is a little 
puzzled on his first Monday morn- 
ing, and on a great many mornings 
thereafter, to know just what he is 
expected to do at a given hour 
and moment. Shall he read this 
volume, or master such and such 
a lecture, or perchance wander 
down High street in search of to- 
bacco, or shall he spend a few 
hours in the shop of one of the 
delightful Oxford booksellers add- 
ing to the riches of his shelves in 
exchange for the inferior riches of 
his puree? 

The world of work and of play, 
and of a thousand delightful pur- 
suits which lie midwdy between 
the two, is all before bim where 
to choose. His only hard and fast 
academic engagement is to call on 
his tutor once a week, at a speci- 
fied hour to read an essay which 
— has written on a specified top- 

There is a list of lectures which 
he may, or may not, find it to his 
interest to attend. To his surprise 
he will find his tutor frankly du- 
bious about the value of following 
too many lectures, a doubt which 
the lecturer himself is likely to 
share. More than once I have 
heard Sir Walter Raleigh begin 
the term by explaining that his au- 
ditors would probably fing his rie- 
courses of little value for “schools.” 

The lecturer keeps no roll of the 
members of his class, and it is the 
common practice of undergradu- 
ates to sample various courses at 
the beginning of the term and to 
continue only in those which seem 
to them worth while. This is the 
practice which one’s tutor usually 
recommends. The result is that 
lecture courses at Oxford begin 
commonly with good-sized audi.

The academic system at Oxford, 
if one may call it such, is won 
derfully simple. The method is 
to prescribe not what the under- 
graduate is supposed to “take,” 
but what he is supposed to know, 
to allow him a certain length of 
time in which to acquire that 
knowledge and then to examine 
him in order to see whether or 
not he has acquired it. , 

Even the word “acquire” 10 a 
little false to what Oxford expects 
of aman.

MAGNIFIES 

A process, the invention of NM. 
Daniel, professor of botany at 
Rennes, by which the perfume of 
flowers is greatly increased, has 
been explained before the Acade, 
mie des Sciences in Paris. By tak- 
ing two plants of the same spe- 
cles and grafting one on the other 
—notably a wormwood on a 
chrysanthemum—he found not 
only that the grafted wormwood 
developed remarkably, but its 
flower gave forth a perfume much 
more powerful than that of the 
original plant. Moreover, the 
chrysanthemum had given to the 
wormwood flower something of its 
own perfume. The professor co}- 
lected the seeds of the grafted 
wormwood and the following year 
obtained some fine plants.

Question: Do you recommend the 
use of bearing grinding compound 
when scraping in bearings?

Answer: Bearing grinding com- 
pounds have been used extensively 
since the war. During war time, 
| when no many bearings had to be 

fitted by untrained workmen, the 
value of bearing grinding com- 
pounds was demonstrated and they 
have been extensively used since. 
These compounds do not take the 
place of all ecraping. and bearings, 
especially main bearings, should be 
scraped to a fair fit before grind- 
ing. After the compound (| has 
been applied and the bearing 
brought to a perfect fit, care must 
be taken. with most of the com- 
pounds, to thoroughly clean the 
bearing from all traces of the 
abradant. One of the best meth- 
ods of thoroughly cleaning away all 
traces of the compound is to wash 
in kerosene, then wash with a 
sharp stream of water. If prop-

Known carburetors was made with 
a device to pray water into the 
carburetor.

Scientists Are 
Able to Solve 
Some Problems 


Among other difficulties that 
had to be met and overcome be- 
fore the staff of the Carnegie In- 
stitution could complete their 
preparations for the recent study 
of the eclipse of the sun, the 
problem of transportation had to 
be solved. The observations made 
by the Carnegie scientists were 


conducted on Point Loma near 
San Diego. and an enormous 
quantity of equipment had to be 
taken there. All of the hauling 
was done by a Mack truck owned 
by the institution, and a trailer. 
In this connection it will be re- 
called that when the observatory 
was built on the summit of Mt. 
Wilson to house the 100-inch 
telescope, said to be the largest 
in the world, practically all of the 
supplies and materials, in addi- 
tion to the numerous pieces used 
in the telescope and the wonder- 
ful lens, were hauled by Mack 
trucks. 

Equipment used at Point Loma 
was said to be the most elaborate 
and extensive used by any group 
of scientists engaged in a similar 
enterprise. Several months were 
occupied in making preparations 
and the traneportation work was 
extended over a period of weeks. 
Chief among the equipment was 
the Interferometer which was built 
at the Pasadena plant of the in- 
stitution. This was in three sec- 
tions and fifty feet long. A part 
of the steel framework used as 
a support was more than ten feet 
wide. Cameras especial! de- 
signed for studying the ein 
theory of relativity, cameras of 
other types, spectrographs, mir-~ 
rors and a mechanism for moving 
the entire contrivance were em- 
ployed. 

The Mack truck and trailer used 
to transport the equipment, made 
five trips from Pasadena to Point 
Loma, a distance of 140 miles.

In the act of stepping 
forward the foot rolls under more and more 
as the weight passes over it, thus forcing 
the heel out. The further the heel is forced 
out the less the heel bone can co-operate as 
the fulcrum in the foot lever that helps the 


the feet parallel, and about 
apart. If greater stability is required—as 
for instance by dentists, soldiers, policemen, 
clerks, and all those whose work keeps 
them much on their feet—this stability can 
be readily secured by alternately drawing 
one or the other foot slightly back, but still 
parallel with its mate.

nounced that M. C. Waite of Los Angeles 
has taken options on the Poorman, Stacy 
Brothers and Swain ranches north of the 
town and is attempting to add to his hold- 
ings the great Val Verde Ranch, a show 
place of the valley for years. The past sea- 
son this ranch demonstrated the possibili- 
ties of the valley as a fruit section to a 
marked degree, producing an immense crop 
of apricots and other fruits and employing 
a small army of men, women and children 
in harvesting it. 

Of the 800 acres of Val Verde Ranch, 400 
pears and 250 to apricots. Of the 
Winter Bartletts have proven the 
most successful, though all have uniforwhly 
‘done well, producing regularly and in vol- 
ume. There has never been any difficulty 
in marketing the crop, it having been sold 
two years ago to the Consolidated Canners 
of Ontario and a year ago to Rivers Broth- 
ers of Los Angeles. The pear blight, which 
bas wrought such havoc with many groves 
in various parts of the State, according 
to the ranch manager, has never troubled 
this orchard. 

The apricots are mostly Royals, though 
there are a few Blenheim trees. The Blen- 
heims, blossoming a few days later than 
the Royals, have never failed to set a good 
crop, though the Royals, as in many othef 
sections, sometimes need protection from 
the cold. This year there was not a trace 
of damage from trost and the trees bore a 
large crop, estimated to be not less than ten 
tons to the acre or a total of 2500 tons. 

To handle this great crop a force of from 
150 to 200 hands was employed until the

market went to pieces, when they were dis- 
charged and the small fraction of the crop 
yet ungathered was allowed to fall to the 
ground. Local white help was used when 
possible, though some outside Mexican help 
had to be taken on. Figuring the daily wage 
at an average of only $3, this meant a week- 
ly pay roll of about $2700 to be spent in the 
stores of the valley. The crop was dried, 
the owners having faith that drying would 
prove the most profitable manner of dispos- 
ing of the crop in the weak markets of this 
year. 

The ranch, among its many other build- 
ings, owns a warehouse on the Santa Fe 
siding at Val Verde, which was built during 
the war to handle the bean crops which 
were then being produced. This commodi- 
ous building has been fitted up for the dried 
fruit which is being held in anticipation of 
better prices in a short time. 

The Poorman, Stacy Brothers and Swain 
ranches, aggregating 6000 acres in extent, 
have not been developed to the degree that 
the Val Verde Ranch has, but they have 
great possibilities, possessing excellent land 
and having someé water developed. The new 
management is busy at the present time 
renovating the buildings on these ranches 
and developing further supplies of water. 

The plan of the new owners ‘is to sub- 
divide and colonize the land, settling the 
newcomers on tracts of from five acres up. 

A considerable planting of grapes was 
made on the Poorman Ranch this past year 
and it is the new management's expectation 
to feature the grape industry, as well as 
poultry, which is coming to be one of the 
largest revenue-producers in the valley. 
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n ecticalliy 
atroyed, with the reeuwlt at there wae 
the worst infestation of cottony-cushion 
scale found in many years. Many ship- 
ments of natural enemies (lady bugs) 
were received from the State Insectary at 
Whittier and liberated in these groves and 
at this time a perfect control has resulted. 
It is also quite possible that climatic con- 
ditions, the unusually cold spring and sum- 
mer and continuing fog, weather, which 
has been quite inducive to fungus growth, 
may have played a part in citricola scale 
control. 

“This condition is not found to any ex- 
tent, and at this time only in a few groves 
in the higher lands and along the foot- 
hills. District horticultural inspectors are 
busy inspecting groves ahead of the fu- 
migators to determine in each individual 
case whether it is necessary to fumigate.” 


ORANGE CROP ESTIMATE 
REDLANDS.—There will be at least 4500 
cass of oranges to be shipped from the Red- 
lands district next year, judging from re 
cent estimates made by growers and by 
packers. This year the total will run about 
2800 cars and the most conservative grow- 
ers say that an increase of 20 per cent over 
this year’s crop can be expected. The or- 
anges are of good size for this time of year 
and the growers believe that, despite the 
large crop, the fruit will generally be of the 
size which finds a ready market. The in- 
crease is due largely to the care which has 
been given to the groves in the past two 
years and also to the fact that the June 
drop was not so heavy this year. 


NATIVE WALNUT IS 
VALUABLE ROOTSTOCK. 


TOMBSTONE (Ariz.)— Though the 
drought of winter and spring killed many 
trees, Prof. C. A. Beider man, who has 
been experimenting in grafting the En 
glish walnut on the native walnuts of 
Southern and Central Arizona, says that 
he had some success in his efforts this 
year. His best work has been on trees in 
his own locality, in Carr Canyon in the 
Huachuca Mountains. The Beiderman 
method has been taken up by the agricul- 
tural department of the University of 
Arizona, which now is handling scions of 
seven desirable varieties of walnut found 
available and suited to Arizona conditions. 
The grafts are said to be as hardy as the 
native trees to which they are joined and 
produce fruit of good quality in from two 
to five years. 


The walnut is one of the commonest of 


Arizona trees, growing in well-watered lo- 
calities at medium altitudes, usually well 
below the pines. It is an irregular bearer 
and only a small percentage of the trees 
may be depended upon for nuts of fair 
quality. Often these special trees are 
claimed by ranchers and it is not un- 
common to see a tree branded as a cow 
would be marked. Bee trees are marked 
by claimants in the same manner.

FARMING ACTIVITIES 
IN VENTURA COUNTY 


VENTURA.—The harvesting of ‘lima 
beans in Ventura county started on Septem- 
ber 10th at the Gabe Geisler ranch at Cam- 
arillo, with a production of approximately 
ten 100-pound sacks to the acre. Light 
showers and rain held up operations for sev- 
eral days. Various estimates of the growers 
show a crop of eight to fourteen sacks un- 
der dry land farming conditions, with irri- 
gated land running at eighteen to thirty 
sacks, the average being probably around 
twenty sacks. 

Avocado harvesting started on some of 
the orchards with a very good crop in pros- 
pect. C. J. Daily of Camarillo has shipped 
several lots, the past one being 150 pounds. 
Herbert Hedges of Ventura has harvested 
about half of the fruit from his Dickinson 
trees, with some Puebla and Lyon to come 
later. A nursery has been started to propa- 
gate varieties adapted for local use, making 
a new and promising industry for the dis- 
trict. Proven territory is now known to be 
found in, the Mound, Oxnard, Camarillo, 
Fillmore-Bardsdale and Simi Valley regions. 
One grove in the last-named district shows 
a heavy production of some twelve varie- 
ties. The Mound, Oxnard and Camarillo 
districts boast an absence of frost damage 
to citrus thus far, and it is expected that

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PLANTS SHOW PROFIT 


Community fruitdrying plants have 
been found to be a successful means of in- 
creasing the orchard profits of the small 
growers in the East who have a surplus 
which they are unable to market in any 


other way, according to the United States 
Department of Agriculture authorities, if 
the total quantity of such surplus in a com- 
munity is sufficient to justify the necessary 
expense. The department authorities ¢ex- 
plain that “Ihe organization of such a co 
operative plant should be governed by the 
same fundamental rules that have been 
found necessary in the development of 
other co-operative ventures. 

“It must first be definitely ascertained 
whether the quantity of unused fruit is 
actually such as will make the establish- 
ment of an evaporating or drying plant 
profitable. This information can only be 
‘Obtained by a careful canvass of the dig. 
trict and a tabulation of the results. The

5 unesed portion of the fruit which could 
be used as evaporator stock is the rule 
rather thas the exeeption. It must be 
borne in mind that in the case of applies, 
only mature, reasonably sound fruit of fair 
sise will make a marketable dry product 
and that estimates, which include prema- 
ture drops, specked and decayed fruits, and 
smali-sised cider apples, are worse than 
useless because misleading. The canvass 
should take into account all fruits grown 
in the district, the location of the center of 
supply, the length of time over which the 
ripening of each will extend, and the maxi 
mum quantity per day which the plant will 
be required to handle. 

“With this data in hand it will be posst- 
ble to determine the size and type of 
evaporator needed. As the fruits will in 
most cases be varied the plant should be 
of a general-purpose type, so constructed 


that it will handle equally well all materials, 


such as apples, peaches, plums and prunes, 
berries, sweet corn, and beans.”

The Fall Garden 


EPTEMBER is the month to start the 

tall and winter garden in Southern Call- 
fornia. It is the time to clear off the refuse 
that has accumulated on the garden plot 
through the summer, such as corn stalks and 
vines of all sorts, or to burn them on the 
plot, scattering the ashes as a soil aid. 
The rains will be coming soon and if the 
garden has been spaded, the soil will be in 


a receptive condition and ready to store an 


ample supply of water. But the energetic 
and thorough gardener will not wait for the 
rains. He will check up or furrow out his 
plot and then soak it well, so that it can be 
spaded and planted immediately. 

Planted at this time, the root crops, such 
as turnips, carrots, beets, radishes and par- 
snips, grow to be of good flavor and re 
quire less irrigation than at any other sea- 
son of the year. Lettuce will mature crisp 
and firm heads and other leaf crops will be 
more succulent when grown during the next 
few months. Althougli home gardening is 
an activity that can be practiced all seasons 
of the year in Southern California, fall and 
winter plantings are the easiest to care for 
and produce better quality vegetables. 80 
if the garden has been idle during the hot 
months and vacation season, hunt up the 
hoe, spade and rake, and work off the rust 
that may have accumulated on them by 
preparing the soil for a good fall garden, 


Changing Crops 

O HELP the farmer to determine wheth- 

er or not it is advisable to turn from 
Ins present type of crop, which may not be 
paying very well, to another type about 
which he may know very little, is the pur- 
pose of the recently issued Farmers’ Bul- 
letin 1289, which treats of the matters from 
the point of view of several different fac- 
tors. It urges the farmer to give full re- 
gard to soll and climatic limitations, regions 
to certain 
crops and economic problems of transporta- 


tion. He is reminded to consider the com- 
petitive disadvantage which he shoulders 
when duplicating the crops of regions that 
can produce and distribute more cheaply. 
Finally he is advised of the advantage of 
limiting special crops in the regions where 
they thrive, lest overspecialization leave 
him at the mercy of sluggish markets. The 
bulletin aims to provide the farmer with a 
scientific means of answering the question 
of changing over to a new type of crop, in- 
stead of leaving the matter to his personal 
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HOW LOS ANGELES CITY’S MILK 
SUPPLY IS TESTED AND SCORED 


By L. A. RAFFETTO, Dairy industry Division, University of California 


BOUT every three months residents of 
Los Angeles read the results of the milk 
ring contests in the daily papers. If 
one happens to be taking milk from the win- 
ner, he is apt to find the neck of the bottle 
garnished with a reprint of a blue-hibbon 
the next morning, along with the announce- 
ment from the distributor to the effect that 
their milk is the winner of the milk-scoring 
contest conducted by the Board of Health. 
And they have every right to be proud of 
the record, for their product is rigidly in- 
spected and scientifically judged. Recent- 
ly, three Southern California dairies made 
remarkable scores in a milk-judging con- 
test taking just three places in competi- 
tion with many cities in California and oth- 
er states. 
To the layman, “milk is milk.” However, 
N takes three skilled men and half a dozen 
assistants five days to conduct a milk-scor- 


ing contest in Los Angeles, and similar 
periods for other cities of the same size. 
The milk inspectors from the Los Angeles 
City Board of Health begin taking samples 
from the route wagons early some morning, 
when the creamerymen least expect it. 
The inspectors takes two pint bottles, ices 
them and carries them to the office of the 
LCoard of Health. There are three judges, 
one from the State Department of Agricul- 
ture, one from the University of California, 
and some outsider who has had technical 
training along these lines, usually a nian 
from the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

The milk is scored on the following basis: 
bacteria 35; flavor and odor 15; sediment 
10; fat 15; solids not fat 15; temperature 
E: bottle and cap 5. Since the presence of 
bacteria in milk is most indicative of the 
care and cleanliness used in the production

ANTA ANA.—The gates to what promis-

The tents are being rearranged so as to 
avoid all confusion and no  »back-tracking 
will be necessary in viewing the exhibits or 
in reaching the amusement tent. 

Under a rule made by the management of 
this year’s fair, live-stock men of the coun- 
ty will not be forced to compete against 
stock from outside districts. The same 


rule applies to all farm and orchard prod- 


ucts, the fair being closed to exhibitors from 
outside the county. When the judging in 
the various contests is completed, Orange 
county citizens will know which of her citi- 
zens raise the best stock or other products. 

The success of last year’s live-stock show 
and the fact that outside exhibitors are 
barred from this year’s show has prompted

water and plated on agar, a solid medium 
which, when incubated for 48 hours at 37% 
degrees centigrade, cause bacteria to grow 
at a definite point. These points are known 

The sediment is the next point to be 
scored. The bottom of the bottle is ex- 
emined very carefully for specks, or other 
foreign matter. One-tenth is deducted for 
every two specks for the first 20 specks. 

After that it becomes simply a matter of 
judgment of those who are scoring the 
milk. The scores of the three judges are 
averaged. 


a score of five. Deductions are made for 
dirty or chipped bottles. The double cap 
which covers the pouring lip receives a per- 
fect score of five. When there is only a si.- 
gle cap, one point is deducted. If the caps 
have been put on by hand or are leaky, de 
ductions are also made. 

The flavor and odor are the most dit 
cult points to judge. The judges, however, 
are trained to discriminate and place a 
value upon the different flavors: and after 
a little practice it is remarkably easy to 
distinguish the common off-flavors, such as 
“feedy,” “cowy,” “cooked,” etc. The milk 
is warmed to about body temperature be- 
tora testing, which makes the flavor more 
pronounced. 

The fat in the milk is determined by the 
ordinary Babcock test. When the per cent 
of fat is below the legal limit the score is 
zero. The solids (not fat) are given the 
same value as fat, fifteen points on the 
score card. They are determined by a lac- 
tometer. 

Nearly all of the samples are below 50 
degrees F. when picked up and receive @ 
perfect score for temperature. A copy of 
the score, when completed, is sent to the 
producer, and a copy is kept at the office 
of the Board of Health, and the results are 
published in all the local papers. Any one 
is privileged to call up at any time and find 
out the score of the milk they are using, 

The milk scores in seven different cities 
last winter showed Los Angeles in the lead 
with the highest average score. This is @ 
truly remarkable record, considering the 
volume of milk handled and the wide-spread 
area from which the milk is obtained. Los 
Angeles had an average score of 93.13: Ala 
meda came second with a score of 92.4; 
Richmond third, with 91.6, and certain prom- 
inent cities of the north following with 
scores declining to Sacramento, at 77.8. 

On June 23, the American Medical Milk 
Commission held a scoring contest in San 
Francisco for certified milk. Milk from 
ten different States was scored, some com- 
ing as far as New York and Pennsylvania. 
The first three prizes went to Southern 
California, Adohr Stock Farms winning 
first, with a score of 99.3, Arden Dairy 
second with 98.8, and Cold Sprimgs Dairy, 
at Pasadena third, with 98.6. 

With this remarkable victory, and with 
such a high average score for the whole 
milk supply, Los Angeles can justly feel 
proud of its dairies.

The above information in all probability 
gained circulation through the fact that re- 
strictions have been placed against the 
entrance of cattle into California from a 
portion of Apache county, Arizona, which 
bas been placed under quarunti.e by the 
Arizona State officials to prevent the spread 
of cattle scab which has been found to ex- 
ist in that area.”
